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PREFACE. 



This Work has occupied twelve years, and is at last completed. It is the history of a 
family which, like many others, takes its name from the place of its origin, rises into 
importance with the progress of mercantile adventure in Henry VIII/s reign, fills 
important civic offices, takes rank among the principal gentry of the county as Sheriff or 
in Parliament, suffers heavily in the Civil Wars, is rewarded with a Baronetcy at the 
Restoration, becomes in due time extinct [as I believe the Gresham Family to be absolutely 
in the male line], and transmits its line and property through females. It was difficult 
to identify the persons intended in the Introduction to the Pedigree printed in Ward's 
* Lives of the Gresham Professors,' although I have succeeded to a great extent ; and 
there are a few blanks in the one compiled by me which I had hoped to fill up, but 
which, notwithstanding the most thorough investigation on my part, and the kind 
assistance of others, I have not succeeded in doing ; some of these will, doubtless, be 
made good as time goes on. I have had the advantage of a very large collection of deeds 
in my possession to refer to, from which most of the autographs and seals are taken ; 
but, on the other hand, of monuments, family pictures, or correspondence, there are 
next to none. It is a remarkable fact that whereas in the Registers of Limpsfield 
[where for one hundred and fifty years the Greshams were the principal local residents] 
there are about forty burial entries, and in the Registers of Titsey twenty-three ; there 
is in the former church only one monument — ^that to Martha, the wife of Sir Edward 
Gresham, Bart., 1712 — and in the latter only two. None, I believe, have been destroyed, 
as the County Historians, from Aubrey downwards, only mention the above. In an 
interleaved copy of Ward's * Lives of the Gresham Professors,' in the British Museum, 
that writer says that in the old church at Titsey there were, besides the two monuments, 
two hatchments— one for Sir Marmaduke Gresham, Bart., with the arms of Gresham impal- 
ing Corbet; the other for his son Sir Edward, with his arms impaling Maynard. There 
are, as far as I know, only eight monuments now existing in England to members of the 
family bearing the name : viz., two at Titsey, one at Limpsfield, one at Haslemere, one at 
Thorpe Market, one at Walsingham, one at Fulham, and one in St. Helen's, Bishopsgate 
Street. The family portraits at Titsey doubtless disappeared when the house was pulled 
down, cir. 1770; of the Titsey line there remains but one, that of William Gresham, 
painted by Cornelius Ketel in the year of his death. It is a half-length on panel, repre- 
senting a man standing, looking to the left, in a black silk dress with ruff, and velvet cap, 
the sleeves slashed with velvet and tufted, the hands folded in front. It has the 
painter's anagram, C. K. P. (Cornelius Ketel fecit) ^ MtaHs suce 58, a* dni. 1579, and a 
motto, " Mon Espoir en Dieu," possibly the religious utterance of one who felt the hand of 
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death upon him. That there were pictures at Titsej is clear from the bequest in Dame 
Elizabeth Gresham's will, 1660, ** I give unto Sir Marmaduck Gresham all the pictures 
in the galerey, not otherways desposed of,'* and by her devising to Mr. Bichard Couper 
of Tempell " his own picture in the gallerey," and to Mrs. Ann Anderson " her [i.e. the 
testatrix's] pektur drane in blaok in the galerey." 

Of the portraits of Sir Thomas Gresham, the 'founder of the Eoyal Exchange, 
I have given three representations to illustrate this work. The first is from a portrait 
by Sir Antonio More in my possession, which has been engraved by Thew, date 1792, and 
was at that time the property of Lady Northampton, from whom it descended to Mr. 
Watson Taylor, and was sold among the contents of Erlestoke Park in 1882 * The 
second is from an engraving by Delaram, taken from the larger portrait belonging to the 
Mercers' Company, which is also engraved in Iiodge's * Portraits.' The third is from an 
engraving by Michel, published 1779, of a picture formerly in the Houghton Crallery. It is 
a half-length by Sir Antonio More, with the date 1560, representing him nearly full-face, 
with both his hands resting on a table or counter.f Other known portraits of Sir Thomas 
Gresham are the following : — A portrait by Sir Antonio More, seated, and in many re- 
spects identical with that belonging to me, now in the Hermitage Gallery at St. Petersburg. 
Another in the National Portrait Gallery, purchased at a sale at Christie's in June 
1872, was formerly in the collection of Sir Heniy Bedingfield of Oxburgh, co. Norfolk, 
Bart., and is mentioned in the * Beauties of England and Wales,' Norfolk, p. 278. It is 
a half-length standing figure, wearing a black dress and a flat cap studded with small 
round buttons ; the beard is a rich brown and forked; through a slash down the side of 
his dress part of a large golden chain can be seen. Another is in the possession of Sir 
John Neeld of Grittleton Park, Wilts, Bart., and was exhibited at Burlington House not 
long ago. It forms the frontispiece to Burgon's * Life of Gresham.' It was purchased in 
Sept. 1830 by Joseph Neeld, Esq., from Dr. Dibdin, and was formerly in the collection of a 
Scotch nobleman ; an enamel has been made of it by Bone. It measures 48^ inches by 
28i, has the dagger and the pouch which appear in the portrait belonging to the Mercers' 
Company and in that at the National Portrait Gallery, and in the left hand is a pomander. 
Another belongs to Mr. Gresham, the High Bailiff of Southwark, and hangs in his house 
at Croydon. It is a small-sized half-length portrait, with richly embroidered figured 
dress, with pouch and belt, and the cap is studded with numerous jewels. 

There hangs on the staircase at Audley End, the seat of Lord Braybrook, a small 
cabinet portrait, No. 33 in the catalogue. It is a half-length of a young man with his 
right hand on a pouch, and his left on the hilt of a dagger ; it is called Sir John Gresham,

of Sir Thomas Gresham, by Sir Antonio More, is in the same gallery. 
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Kt.,* but unless there were an extraordinary resemblance between liim and his brother 
Sir Thomas, it is, I think, without doubt, a portrait of the latter. 

There is at Longleat, Wilts, the seat of the Marquis of Bath, a portrait sometimes 
called of Sir Thomas Gresham, but there is no resemblance in the features to any of the 
known portraits of him. It is a half-length, on panel with pale grey background, standing, 
looking to left, wearing a black cap with jewel, eyes brown, beard and moustache reddish, 
the surcoat black with pale brown sleeves, a long gilt chain round the neck ; the right 
hand, which has on the first finger a pearl ring with a sapphire (or blue stone) in the 
centre, is closed and holds a pair of gloves ; the left hand is open, with a ring on the little 
finger; between the two hands is a flat chain with plaques and links. It is probably, as 
suggested by Mr. Botfield,t a portrait of Sir Eichard Gresham, father of Sir Thomas, 
and of Christian, the wife of Sir John Thynne, the builder of Longleat. At Baynards, 
in Surrey, the seat of Thomas Lyon Thurlow, Esq., there hangs in the dining-room a fine 
half-length portrait of Sir Thomas, resembling, in dress and detail, the Mercers* picture. 
There is preserved in the same house the Merchant's Steelyard, with his arms upon it. 

The most interesting portrait of all remains to be noticed. It is that which now hangs 
in the drawing-room of the Mercers' Hall, Cheapside, and was formerly at Gresham 
College. It is a full-length, by Holbein, represeiiting a young man dressed entirely in 
black ; the beard and moustache are short ; he has a ring on each hand, and in his right a 
pair of gloves; at his feet on the pavement is a skall; the portrait is about the size of life. 
On the right is written the date 1644, 2 6, Thomas Gresham, a merchant's mark with T. G. ; 
on the left A. G., Love Serve and Obei, T. G. On each side of the black frame, in letters 
of gold, is the motto " Dominus Mihi Adjutor," with the letters T. G. It is fully described 
by Burgon ['Life of Gresham,' vol. i., p. 61]. When he wrote it was in the possession of 
Mr. Thruston of Hoxne Abbey, Suffolk, who afterwards presented it to Gresham College 4 

In the same room at the Mercers' Hall hang two other portraits of Sir Thomas ; the 
three-quarters length, which is so well known from the engraving, hangs on the left hand of 
the door leading from the Hall. It is almost identical with that in the National Portrait 
Gallery already described. To the right of the fireplace is a small portrait, a profile head 
and bust. It represents an older man than the last ; the beard and moustache are full 
and reddish, the nose hooked ; he wears a cap and plaited ruff. 

In all the portraits of Sir Thomas Gresham the ear is a distinguishing feature ; it is 
large and stands out prominently from the head ; with the exception of two, they are in 
profile, and represent the right cheek.

* Finger Bing Lore,' p. 319 ; it was giren by him to my father, and is now in ray possession. It is a double ring of 
gold linked together in the form of a gemmel. Inside on one half are the words '' Quod Deus coniunsit," and on the 
other " Homo non seperet." 
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Nichols, in his * Literary Anecdotes ' [vol. v., p. 280], states that Beaupre Bell, in the 
middle of the last centnry, had a portrait of Sir Thomas Gresham when young, by 
Hilliard, in a close green silk doublet, hat, and plaited ruff, date 1540 or 1546, which had 
formerly belonged to Sir Marmaduke Gresham, Bart. I have not been able to trace what 
has become of this picture. The picture in the Gallery at Osterley, the Earl of Jersey's, 
described b} Burgon [* Life of Gresham,' vol. ii., p. 484] , is certainly not Sir Thomas 
Gresham, and bears no resemblance to him. 

Manning and Bray [* Hist, of Surrey,' vol. iii., p. 443] state that Aubrey mentions 
that in the Gallery at Dulwich is a portrait of Sir Thomas Gresham, " and some other 
worthless pictures. It is not there now, and as it is not mentioned in the old catalogue, 
it may fairly be presumed never was." Whether this is a fair inference or not I cannot 
say ; it is certain that it is not there now. It would be interesting to ascertain whether 
the pictxu-e of * Sir Tho. Gresham his Banquett,' spoken of by Burgon [* Life of 
Gresham,' vol. i., p. 85, and App. vi.], mentioned in an inventory of the goods of the 
Countess of Leicester in 1596, is still in existence ; its value, as stated there, £5, suggests 
a large and important work. 

A picture at Parham, the seat of Lord Zouche, called Sir Thomas Gresham in the 
catalogue, is not, I believe, a portrait of the Eoyal Merchant, but of Sir Thomas Gresham, 
Kt., of Titsey, whose son. Sir John, married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Thomas Bishop 
of Parham, Kt. and Bart. 

I have at Titsey Place two other portraits— one a half-length, similar in treatment 
and detail to that in the Mercers' Hall. I purchased it from Dr. Crompton of Manchester, 
and it was traced to a dealer's shop at Cambridge, so that possibly it came out of one of 
the colleges, or from some house in Norfolk. It is enclosed in an original bog-oak frame. 
The portrait of his wife was at one time opposite it within one frame, but being in very 
bad condition it was unhappily destroyed. 

The other is a small portrait, half-length, which I purchased in August 1866, at 
a sale of the effects of the Eev. Thos. Gresley, Eector of Seile, in Leicestershire ; it is a 
picture of the Elizabethan period, on panel, half-length, 18 inches by 18 inches, and 
represents a man in early life with a reddish beard, cap and doublet, with a frill round 
the neck, and gloves in his right hand, and on a scroll are the words, " Por Madona 
Crestina Leona." This portrait was originally afc Aston Hall, near Birmingham. 

This exhausts the list of portraits of Sir Thomas Gresham (as far as I can give them), 
though, perhaps, there may be others I know not of in some of the country houses of 
his native county Norfolk, or elsewhere. 1 have dwelt thus particularly upon them, as 
they may interest those on the other side the Atlantic* into whose hands this Work may 
come, and who may never have an opportunity of seeing them. The frequency of his 
portraits by Sir Antonio More may be due, as Burgon suggests,t to a private friendship

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between them, begiin at Antwerp. A list of the prints is given in Evans's * Catalogue of 
Engraved Portraits/ Nos. 4648-4654, and by Granger in his * Biographical Dictionary,' 
vol. i., p. 298. I have given in this Work those by Thew, Michel, and Delaram ; the last 
is reduced from the Mercers' picture, and is rather a scarce print. There is one in 
Lodge's * Portraits' from the Mercers' picture ; another by Vertue in Ward's * Lives of the 
Gresham Professors ;' another by Faber, with a ship in the background, dated 1714, and 
dedicated " Domino Carolo Gresham Equiti Aurato ;"* one by Hollar, in a small circle, 
in a view of the Exchange. Besides these, there are a host of small prints (one by 
Benoist) to illustrate popular histories, all taken from the Mercers' portrait, and one 
from the sitting portrait by Sir Antonio More, with a view of the Exchange in the back- 
ground. There are two impressions of the print by Thew, one of which is dedicated to 
Sir William Curtis, Bart., and published in 1828. 

It is to be hoped that we shall soon hear the last of the legend repeated, usque ad 
nauseamy in story-books and at popular lectures, and which has found its way even into 
a sermon,t viz., that Sir Thomas Gresham was a foundling, exposed in a field, and 
discovered to a passer-by from the loud chirping of a grasshopper, for which reason he 
adopted that device for his crest.J That James Gresham, his great-grandfathfer, sealed 
eleven letters among the Paston Letters, from 1443-1481, with his seal, the grasshopper, 
and that it appears with the initials R. G. on the porch of Intwood Hall, disposes of 
that part of the story ; and that the son of Sir Bichard Gresham, Lord Mayor of London 
in 1587, and one of the most opulent of the City merchants of his day, should be exposed 
as a foundling, carries its own refutation with it. The reason of the grasshopper being 
adopted as the family crest is satisfactorily accounted for by a writer in * Notes aaid 
Queries,'§ who connects it with Gresham or Grass-ham, their native place in Norfolk. 
The Titsey branch of the family bore a grasshopper proper ; Sir Thomas, and his father 
Sir Bichard, a grasshopper or.

Voluntas Tua," one of the petitions of the Lord's Prayer. The carving from the old 
mantel-piece at Titsey Place, given among the illustrations, carries it back to the early

to proclaim to the world that his valuable life had been saved by it, and this we are bidden to remember as often as we 
pass the spot. The prevalence of the tradition was curiously illustrated some twenty years ago, when an old dame in 
my own village, well versed in legends of the past, enquired of me whether I knew the origin of the Greshams, and then 
proceeded, mmtaHs muiandii, to relate the story, substituting a member oi the Titsey family for Sir Thomas, and 
pointing out Newhall in Limpsfield, one of their manor-houses, as the scene «f the legend.

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part of the sixteenth century."'*' Was it the pious sentiment of some member of the 
family evoked by domestic bereavement or reverse of fortune P We shall never know, 
but it forms a fitting and appropriate motto on the modem oak pulpit on which it is 
carved, and on the fragments of old glass in the tower window of Titsey Church. 

Genealogical works of this kind have largely increased of late years, and the taste 
for them has been stimtdated not only by facilities of access to public documents, but 
also because family history is now recognized to hold an important place in illustrating 
the history of England. K it be objected that personal matters too often come in in 
such memoirs, it may be asked who is so fit to write them, or who has the same advantage in 
respect of private documents, as one who is himself descended from the ancestors whose 
records he chronicles. With merchant princes such as Sir John,t Sir Eichard and his still 
more illustrious son, Sir Thomas Gresham, originated that system of trade and commerce 
which has made this country the wealthiest and most powerful in the world ; and not the 
least debt of gratitude (but one which is sometimes forgotten) which we owe to Sir 
Thomas Gresham is the part his policy exercised in the victory over the Spanish Armada, 
although he did not live to see it. It was his foresight, which for years before had 
collected the gunpowder and materials of war, which made the victory of Sir Francis 
Drake possible, and secured the independence of England^ from foreign domination.

* I exhibited this carving at the Society of Antiquaries lately, and, from the costume of the heads and the form 
of the letters, it was pronounced to be of not later date than 1535, or thereabouts. If, as I think not impossible, it was 
removed from the Old Manor House at Holt, Norfolk, by Sir John Gresham when he converted it into a school in 
1546, and taken to one of his other houses, it may be even older than 1535, and belong to the beginning of the sixteentl^ 
century, as Holt had been the family house from early times. 

t We get an idea of his wealth from his loan to the Crown in 1546 of £40,000 ; his revival of the splendid pageant 
of the " Marching Watch," with its 2000 attendants, during his Mayoralty in 1547 ; the sumptuousness of his funeral, 
as narrated by Stow ; and the number and amount of the bequests and legacies in his Will. The furniture in Sir 
Thomas Gresham's house at Mayfield, Sussex, was estimated at £7553 lOs. 8d. ; that at Weetacre, Norfolk, at £1655 ; 
and that at his house in Bishopsgate Street, London, at £1127. 

t Burgon [* Life of Gresham,' vol. ii., p. 337] says, " How frequently must it have been a subject of congratu- 
lation with Queen Elizabeth and her Secretary that they had listened to the often-repeated and urgent solicitations of 
Sir Thomas Gresham, and supplied the country with those military stores which now kept the Continent in awe, 
while this rendered England secure and independent." In Appendix to same work. No. xvi., vol. i., p. 478, is a list of 
certain " Armewr and Monnyssyones" which he procured in 1560 ; among which are 15,000 handguns, 18,000 daggers, 
8000 pikes, 260,000 lbs. weight of serpentine powder, 160,000 lbs. weight of corne powder, 310,000 lbs. weight of salt- 
petre, 150,000 lbs. weight of sulphur, 60,000 lbs. weight of matches.

To all present and and to come which thies presents letters shall see here or 
Rede, I Christofore Barker esquier alias gartier Pryncipall Kyng of armes of 
Englishmen Sendith due humble recomendacion and gretyng as it apperteyneth. 
Equite WiUyth and reason ordenyth that the men vertuouse and of ComendabJe 
disposicion and lyuyiig be b^ their merytes good name and fame, renoumed and re- 
warded in their parsonnes in this mortall lyffe so bryeue and transitory but also 
after them all those that of their bodies shall issue and procreate to be in all placys 
of honour perpetually with other Renommed and rewarded by certeyn ensignes and 
demonstracions of honnour and noblenes. That is to Witt of armes helme and 
crest with their appurtenauncs to the entente that by their example other shall 
the more enforce themselffs perseuerantly to vse their lyffs in honorable Works 
and vertuouse deeds to purchace and opteyne the fame of auncyent noblesse in 
theire lygne and posterite. And therfore I the seid gartier principall kyng of 
armes of Englishmen Which not allonly by the comon renome or fame but also by 
the Reporte and Witnes of sundry gentiU and noble men am credably infourmed 
That Richard Gresseham gentilmann mayer and alderman of the honorable Citie of 
london is come and discendyd honest line and auncyent Stocke and he and his 
auncetors hath long contynowed in nobilite and beryng armes that is to say. Siluer

of Rowholtes in Warlingham Co. Surrey late in the tenure of William Hardyng and 
now in the tenure of one Mr. Warner, and all that my ferme, messuages and lands 
in the parish of Marten Co. Surrey called Westbarnes now in the tenure of Thomas 
Carpender. And all that my parsonage of Mayefelde alias Maigfelde Co. Sussex now 
in the tenure and ferme of William Pankurst for £15 by yere and also all that 
my parsonage of Wadhorste Co. Sussex now in the tenure of Thomas Darrell for 
£11 by yere and also aU that my Mannor of Waldyngham with the appurtenances

Also 
I give and bequethe to Edmond Gresham after the decease of Bame Katherine 
my wyffe my Mannors of Sandersted and Langhurste and all other my lands 
tenements and hereditaments in the parish of Sandersted and all the lands called 
Langhurste in the parish and feldes of Lymesfelde, and also my Mannors of War- 
lingham with the appurtenances and parsonage of Warlingham, the chapell of 
Chelsham with all tithes profitts and comodyties to them belonging and all other 
lands in Wai'lingham and Chelsham Co. Surrey, to have and to hold to my said 
Sonne Edmond and the heirs of his bodv lawfully begotten.

By me John Gresham Alderman, per me Jacobum Skynner, 
by me John Southcote one of the undershriefcs of the citie of London, by me John 
Anderton Parson of St. Michaell in Bassinghall, by me Thomas Rowe merchant 
tailor, by me John Harlowe one of the clerks of the compter in the poultry and 
writer of this will, by me Fraunces Hendye, Alexander Comwell and Aiine Bower.

In the name of God Amen the 18^ day of September 1554. I, Sir John Gres- 
ham K* citizen and alderman of London being hole of mynde and bodie and in 
good and prfect remembraunce lawde and praise be unto Almighty God do make 
my last will in manner and form following. 

First and principally I give and commend my soule to Almighty God and to his 
only begotten Son Jesus Christ my Saviour and Redeemer in whom and by whose 
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meritts I truBt only to be saved and have remission of my sins. And I will my 
bodye to be in honnest manner buried and if I decease in the citie of London then 
I will me to be buried in the parishe of St. Michaells in Bassingehawe in 
London by the discretion of my executx)rs. . Also I give and bequethe to threescore 
pore men threescore gownes of the value of xxvi* and viii** a pece. And to fortie 
pore women fortie gownes of the value of xx» a pece, the gownes to be delivered to 
every of them i*eddy made, the self same day that my bodye shall be buried, and I 
will the making thereof to be paid at my costs and charges. And if it fortune me 
to decease without the citie of London then I will that my bodye be buried within 
that parishe Churche where it shall fortune me to decease, by the advice of my Exe- 
cutors. And after my buriall I will that all such debts and duties as I have of right 
or conscience shall be truly contented and paid, and after my debts are paid and 
my funeral expenses fynished and don, I will and my mynde is that all such blacke 
gownes and golde ringes as I have bequethed by my will to any person shall be 
deducte out of my hole goodes cattails and substaunce or ever any parte thereof be 
devided and this I charge my Executors to do before they make any portion or 
division of my saide goodes. 

And I will that aftre the said deductions made that then all and singular my 
goodes marchandizes cattails plate juells household stuff and debts whatsoever and 
wheresoever they be shall be devided into three equall partes and porcions according 
to the laudable use and custome of the citie of London, whereof I leave to Dame 
Eatherine my wyffe one parte, also one other third parte I give to my children 
unmarried equally to be devided to be delivered to them at their age of xxi yeres or 
day of marriage, and the other thirde parte of all my goodes and cattails I reserve 
unto myselfe and to my Executors towards payment and performance of my legacies 
and bequests hereaflre following except before excepte. That is to say First I give 
and bequethe unto the high aulter of the parish Churche of our Lady in Alderman- 
bury where of late I was a parishioner for my tithes forgotten or withholden 
negligently x', and more to the reparations and amending of all things that doth 
appertain to the parish Church of AJdermanbury vi^ xiii* and iiii** the same to be paid 
to the Churchwardens there. Item I give and bequethe to the buildings and repara- 
cion in the parish church of St. Mary Magdalene in Milkstrete where I was sometime 
a parishioner twentie marcs to be bestowed by the discretion of the churchwardens 
and parishioners. Item I give towards the buying of ornaments and other neces- 
saries for the parish Churche of Bassies Hawe where lama parishioner xvi" xiii* & iiii**. 
Item I give to be distributed and delte among the pore housholders of the xxi v. wardes 
in London ccxl" that is to say to every warde x". Item to poor maydens marriages 
within the citie of London c" whereof I will every of them shall have x" Item to vii. 
prison houses hereafter named t.^. Ludgate Newgate the Marshalsea, the Einges 
Benche and the two Compters and the con vie te house at Westminster xiiii" among the 
prisoners of every of them xl*. Item to the pore people of every one of the five lazer 
nowses next aboutte the citie of London xx" a pece i.«. every house xx* Also to the 
newe erected hospitall called St. Barthelmew's Spittell in London of the foundation 
of Eing Henry VIII. the sum of Ixvi" xiiii* & iiii^. Also to the hospitall lately 
founded within the late howse called the Gray friers and nowe Christes Church I" 
to be paid within three months after my decease. Item to the repainng and 
amending of highways being most noysome and foule within xx miles compasse 
of the citie of London and especially Southwards 1" by the discretion of my 
Executors. 

Item to my brother Thomas Oresham priest xx" and a black gowne. To my 
sister Margaret Eing wyffe to Henry Eing gurdeler xxiii" vi" & yW and to every 
childe she now hath xx" at the age of xx yeres or day of marriage. And if they all 
decease then my sister to have the said sum. And by this my will I remitt and 
forgive unto the said Henry Eing all such debts as he shall owe me at the time of 
my decease. Item I bequethe to and amonges the daughters children of myne 
Uncle William Gresham late of Walsingham Co. Norfolk which shall be living at 
the time of my decease xx" to be divided among them equally. Item To my kynns- 
woman's daughter Thomas Candler's sister sometyme dwelling with Mystris Cres-

well widdowe x" to her marriage. Also to Thomas Candler my apprentice x". Also 
to be delte and distributed among pore people housholders dwelling within the 
towne and parish of Holte Market Co. Norfolk xxiii" vi* viii<* at the discretion of 
my Executors, to be understaunde I will that every such pore housholder shall have 
X" or more if it so arise. 

And where I was Executor of William Bottery citizen and mercer of London 
whereby among other things he devised cc" among pore maydes marriages dwelling 
within the parishe of Thorpe Co. Norfolk and other towns thereto adjoining which 
held or did owe any sute and service to the Manor of Thorpe Markett whereof I 
have already paid Ixx" and cxxx" remain unpaid I will that myne Executors shall 
within one yere after my decease paye and distribute the said cxxx" among pore 
maydens marriages i.e, to every mayde xP until the said cxxx" be paide. Item I 
bequethe to every of the persons here ensuing i.e. First to my cosen Paule 
Gresham and to my cosen his wyffe to every of them a ringe of golde of the value 
of xl* a pece, to Ann Bower a blacke gowne and a ringe of golde price xl", to 
Xtopher Mering William Southwode Thomas Pierson scrivener and William 
Bowyer to every of them a ringe of golde value xl*. To my lady Gresham my 
sister a blacke gowne and a ringe of golde price iii" vi» & viii<^. Item to Henrriche 
Foster one of the clerks of the mercers of the Citie of London a blacke gowne and a 
ringe of golde value xls. To my well beloved nephew Thomas Gresham and his 
wiffe to every of them a blak gowne and a golde ringe of xl» a pece To my sonne 
in lawe William Uvedale and Hellyn his wife, to Thomas Leveson my sonne in law 
and Ursula his wiffe, to every of them a blak gowne and a ringe of gold price xl*, 
to the said Thomas and Ursula xx^ and to their sonne nowe living xx^, ana to olde 
Mrs. Leveson a ringe of golde price xl" and to the parson of Bassingehawe a ringe of 
golde price iii*^ vi* & viii^. Item to the late wiffe of my brother William Harding 
a ringe of golde value xl* and in like manner another to Mr. Warner her husband, 
to Richard Kemsall and Robert Rowett my servants a black cote of twoo yardes a 
pece, to James Skynner a ringe of gold of lii" vi» & viii** and to his wiffe another of 
xl", to John Southcot Esq. a ringe of golde of iii" vi» & viii<* and in redy monye 
xvi^^ xiii* & iiii^ And to his wiffe a ringe value xl*.

that myne Executors shall consent and paye the same so that the said dynner 
amountith not above vi^ xiii* & iiii*^ besides the xiii" vi* & viii**. Item to every of 
myne apprentices that now be a blake gowne and vi" xiii® & iv^ a pece, and to every 
of them which have been my apprentices in tyme past a blacke gowne. To Katherine 
Fuller and Joane Kemsell v" and a blacke gowne. To Ellyn .... fourtie shillings 
and a blak gowne. To Ellyn Thomkyns and Mary Lynedowne my servants v^ to 
either of them. Item to William Gaye and Richard Gaye my porters sonnes to 
either of them x" at their full age. To William Ache my servant a blak gowne. 

Item I give to Philipp Reynoldes of Tittsey the bailywicke of Lymesfelde and 
Brodham and make him my Rentgatherer of Lymesfelde and of Oxted with a fee of 
iii" vi» & viii** to be paid during his naturall liffe, going out of my Manners of 
Lymesfelde and Brodham. Item to Brian Mylles James Cooke Hughe Cooke 
John Johnson Richard Giles William Gay my porter a blak gowne and xl". To my 
cosen John Marshe and his wiffe to either a blak gowne, and to the said John a 
ringe of golde of v" and to his wiffe a ringe of xl*. To Agnes Richardson my maide 
vi" xiii" & iiii** at the day of her marriage. To Elizabeth Gresham c" over and 
above her portion to be paid at her day of marriage or ftill age. To my daughter 
Ellyn Uvedall wyffe of William Uvedall c marcs upon the condition that if the 
said William Uvedall do make any brabling or other demaunde of myne Executors 
and doth denye at the payment thereof to make them a general acquittance, then 
this gifte to be of none effect. And if it shall fortune me to dye any of my children 
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being orphanntes then I will that myne Executors or other who shall have my 
orphaunt's porcions or money in occupying, by consent of my Lord Mayor to putt 
in sufficient suerties, as well for the legacie money as for the orphanage, to the 
chamber of London in the courte of orphanage before the said Lorde Mayor for the 
same, and if the said orphans decease before they are married or come to age then I 
will that the other shall have the hole 100" of ham or her deceased and if they both 
decease then I will that EU^ UvedaJe have xxxiii" vi" & viii^ and Cicelly Jermvn 
the other xxxiii" vi" & viii**. To Elizabeth Gresham ^^yffe of my sonne John 
Gresham fifty marcs. To Mary Eowe my daughter Ixvi" xiii* iiii** to Thomas Eowe 
her husband fifty marcs, to every child that my sonne Boo has xx" at their lawful 
age or marriage. Also to every child that my sonne William Gresham hath alive 
at my departing out of this world P a pece at their lawful age or marriage. 

Also I will that thirty loads of carte coles shall be distributed among pore in- 
habitants of St. Michaell in Bassingehawe where I nowe dwell by three loads every 
year, for the space of ten yeres. And I will that there be delte to the pore 
prysonners of Newgate every yere between Hallowtyde and Christmas three loades 
of coles till twelve yeres be past. And I will that myne Executors pay xxv" for 
making of Alexander Gornwell my servant free of the staplers at such time as he 
shall l^ made free of the said Company. And of this my present and last will I 
make executors John Greshame my sonne Dame Katherine my wyffe, my sonne in 
\awe Thomas Roo and my sonne Edmund Gresham having trust in them to perform 
my wilL To my sonne in law Thomas Sowe for like intent fifty marcs. To every 
of my Executors and their wifes a black gowne to every of them and a ringe of gold 
of vsaue iii" vi» & viii^. And Overseers of this my last wille I make Sir Eowland Hill 
and Sir Andrew Judd K*" and aldermen of the citie of London and my well beloved 
nephew Thomas Gresham. To Sir Eowland Hill and Sir Andrew Judd xl" a pece 
and a blacke gowne and to my nephew xv" desyring and praying them to take sudi 

riins for me my wife and children as they wolde other men should do for them and 
desire and pray them to call upon my Executors to bring in my Inventory of all 
my goodes juells and plate in the Counsell chambre before mv Lord Mayor and his 
brethem and in no wise to drive and prolong the tyme as we have done my brother 
Richard Gresham. 

And if my Lord Mayor please to call it within six weeks I will he have for his 
pains xl» and a black gowne. Item I bequethe to the right heir of Lytkin Vivolde 
Jenewaies which sometime did dwell in London in discharge of my conscience of 
XX peces of good kersies valued to be wonrthe xl* a pece, 5" in ready money to 
be paid to his right heir. 

And the residue of my goodes &c. I will to be disposed of in dedes of charitie 
and pittie to pore hoseholders by the discretion of myne executours and especially if 
any of my own children shall hereafter in decay.

Item whereas Sir Henry Woodhowse K* by one Becognizance or Writing obli- 
gatory dated 7 April 32 Eliz. made according to the Statute lately provided for the 
recovery of debts taken knowledged and sealed before Sir Christopher Wraye K^ 
Lord Chief Justice of England was and sa yet standeth holden and firmly bounden 
to me in the sum of fifteen hundred poundes of lawfull money payable as by 
writing obligatory more plainly appeareth with defeazance thereupon viz that if the 
said Sir Henry Woodhowse K^ or his Assigns at his or their proper costs and 
charges within a certain time therein limited should purchase an House and Landfl 
to the clere yerely value of 100 marks to be situate lying and being within the 
Countie of Norfolk to the use of Dame Cecilie for the terme of her lief and after

Imprimis my Willis that my Executors and Tmstees 
hereafter named doe out of my personal estate goods chatties and such Debts as 
shall be owing unto me at the time of my decease and ont of the Bents, Issues and 
profits and moneys arising by the sale or otherwise of the Manner Lands Tene- 
ments and Hereditaments hereafter to them devised, satisfie and pay all my just 
debts together with the several and respective porcions and sums of money and 
yearly sums hereby given to the persons and in such manner as is hereinafter speci- 
fied and expressed. 

Item I give unto my daughter Alice Grcsham my Yellow Damask Bed standing 
in the Gallery Chamber of my house at Titsey aforesaid together with the furniture 
Chairs Stools and appurtenances thereunto belonging and also one Suit of my best 
Damask Linnen which she shall choose and also my two Silver Salvers. 

Item I give unto John Campion Bector of Limpsfield in the County of Surrey 
and his heirs one Annuity yearly Bent or Sum of Twenty pounds to be issuing and 
going out of and charged on all that Messuage Tenement and farme now or late in 
the tenure or ocx^npacion of John Walklin or his Assigns which said farm is parcell 
of the Mannor of Tatsfield Co. Surrey. To have and to hold the said Annuity to 
him the said John Campion and his heirs for and during the term of the natural 
life of my said daughter Alice Oresham and to be paid to him and his heirs by 
equal half yearly payments without deduction or abatement of any part for or by 
reason of any taxes, Assessments or Impositions ordinary or extraordmary. 

Item I give to my said daughter Alice Gresham the sum of five hundred pounds 
to be paid within six months after my decease to her or her Executors or Administra- 
tors by moneys to be raised out of the Bents Issues and profits of my said Mannor of 
Tatsfield or by sale or other disposition thereof.

And also all that the Bectory and Parsonage of Ston- 
grave or Eatonbridge in the County of Kent with all the Tyths Messuages Lands 
Tenements and Hereditaments thereunto belonging. And also all that Farm and 
those lands called or known by the name of Lusted Farm with the appurtenances 
scituate lying and being in the said Countys of Kent and Surrey. And also 
all that the Mannor of Tatsfield with the Bights Members and appurtenances 
thereof in the County of Surrey. And also all those several pieces or parcells of 
land and Woodlands the neatest part whereof is converted into arable meadow and 
pasture commonly called Wett Wood containing by estimacion fifty acres more or 
less, and two parcells of Meadow or pasture land called Coppins Hearth and 
Coppins Mead containing by estimacion eight acres more or less, lying between the 
said lands called Wett Wood and a Coppice called Maries Wood lying and being in 
Tatsfield Co. Surrey.

Item I doe hereby Give unto my eldest son Edward Gresham All such Coaches 
Coach Harnesses Furniture of Coaches and all such Horses as I shall have at the 
time of my decease. And all my household goods and household stuff of what kind 
soever not already given by this my Will that shall be at the time of my decease 
within my nowe dwelling nouse in Titsey aforesaid. And I doe hereby likewise 
farther devise the sum of four hundred pounds to my said son Charles Gresham

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Duncumbe Colchester ofWestbury Co. Gloucester Esq" of the 5** part, expectant and 
depending upon the seyerall and respective estates in the said deed iimitted and 
declared. Now I the said Sir Marmadnke Oreeham for the farther conveying and 
settling the said reversions and remainders of the severall estates in the said deed

I Sh* Charles 
Gresham of Titsey Co. Surrey Baronet being of indifferent good health of body and 
of sound and perfect mind and memory praised be God therefore, but considering 
the certainty of my death and the uncertainty of the time thereof do therefore make 
and ordain this to be my last Will and Testament in manner and form following. 

Imprimis I recommend my soul to God who gave it and my body I commit to the 
earth to be decently buried at the discretion of my Executors and as touching my 
Temporal Estate I aispose thereof as foUoweth. Item I give to the poor people of the 
Parish of Titsey the sum of five pounds and to the poor people of the Parish of 
Limpsfield the like sum of five pounds to be distributed at the discretion of my 
Executors within three months next after my decease. 

Item I give unto Dame Mary my loving wife my best tea table and silver 
teapot and all furniture thereto belonging to be delivered to her immediately after 
my decease. Item I do hereby ^ye and devise unto her during the term of her 
natural life all that my Farm called Tyle House Farm in Limpsfield now in lease to 
Christopher Lovell and of the yearly rent of fifty seven pounds, and also one moiety 
of Hall Farm in Oxted which said moiety is now in lease to Richard Jewell at the 
yearly rent of five and thirty pounds, and I do hereby ratify and confirm the settle- 
ments on her by me already made of the said farm and lands for the said term of 
her life. 

Item I give to my brother William Gresham and sister Alicia Gresham the sum 
of ten pounds apiece to be paid within twelve months aft;er my decease. Item I 
give unto Mrs. Ann (Godfrey the sum of ten pounds to be paid within twelve months 
aft)er my decease. Item I give unto my eldest son Marmaduke Gresham the ring 
which was my fathers commonly called the family Ring. And I also give unto him 
my two best saddle horses which he shall choose to be delivered to him immediately 
after my decease. 

Item I give unto my eldest daughter Mary Gresham my silver tankard of about 
the quantity of three pints, and I also give and devise unto her and to her heirs 
and assigns for ever all that my parcel of meadow land commonly called Peacocks 
Mead with all and singular the appurtenances lying in Titsey. 

Item I give to my servant Charles Comfort five pounds, and to Edward Farrant 
of Tattesfield twenty shillings. To my footboy Peter NichoUs the sum of five 
pounds for and towards the putting him apprentice and not otherwise. 

Item I do hereby give and devise unto my said eldest son Marmaduke Gresham 
and to his heirs and assigns for ever all that the advowson, donation free disposition 
and right of patronage of and in the Rectorv and Parish Church of Tattesfield Co. 
Surrey in lieu and recompense of the sum of one hundred and fifty guineas which I 
received of William Saxby of Lingfield gentleman as a consideration for securing 
him the said William Saxby and his heirs in the possession of certain lands called 
Willmotts in Lingfield aforesaid. And I do hereby desire my said son Marmaduke 
to release and convey unto the said William Saxby his heirs and assigns all his right 
and title to the said lands called Willmotts upon request to him made by the said 
William Saxby his heirs or assigns. And if the said Marmaduke my son shall refuse 
or neglect to release the said lands to the said William Saxby or if he shall disturb 
the said William Saxby his heirs or assigns in the possession of the said lands that 
then the legacies and devise hereby made and given and all benefit and advantage 
of this my Will to my said son Marmaduke shafi cease and be utterly void and then 
I do hereby give and devise the said advowson and £dl other things to him devised 
unto and amongst the rest of my said children in such manner as my other real and 
personal estate is hereinafter devised and given.

in the 12*** year of the reign of our late Sovereign Lady Queen Anne of happy 
memory intituled an Act to enable me to raise the sum of five thousand pounds and 
interest and maintenance for Elizabeth the daughter of my brother Sir Edward 
Gresham Baronet deceased and to make provision for my younger children I am 
empowered to charge on the Manor of Westerham and on certain lands in Wester- 
ham and Limpsfield for the portion and portions of all and every my younger 
children I give and devise unto my seven younger children Edward, Charles, Mary, 
Alicia, Martha, Anne, and Beatrice or to such of them as shall be living at the time 
of my decease and to their heirs and assigns for ever equally to be divided between 
them share and share alike after mv debts legacies and funeral expenses shall be 
thereout first fully satisfied and paid, and if any of my said seven younger children 
shall happen to aie before they attain the age of twenty one years leaving no issue 
then the part and share of him her or them so dying shall be divided amongst the 
survivors of them in equal proportions share and share alike.

Memorandum that I Sir Charles Gresham of Titsey Baronet being of sound 
mind and perfect memory praised be God for the same do make this Codicil annexed 
to my last Will and Testament in manner following. 

First my intent is that as my servant Charles Comfort is long gone from me he 
shall have but one shilling in lieu of the five pounds given him in my Will. Item 
I do also give to my brother William twenty pounds and to Mary his wife the sum 
of ten pounds to be paid unto them over and above the ten pounds given to my 
said brother William in my Will. Item I give to my son Marmadi^e over and 
above what I have given him in my Will my gold watch to be delivered to him 
immediately after my decease. Item I give to my servant William Andrewes 
twenty pounds. In witness whereof I have to this Codicil set my hand and seal 
the 17"* of March 1717.

I recommend my soul into the hands of Almighty God that gave it and my boidy I 
commit to the earth to be interred at the discretion of my Executors hereinafter named 
and as touching the real and persontd estate whereof I or any persons in trust for 
me am or are seized or possessed of or interested in either in possession revertion 
remainder or expectancy or which I have power to dispose of I give and devise the 
same as followeth (that is to say) — 

I give unto my loving wife Dame Ann Gresham all that my capital messuage 
or tenement wherein I now dwell with the dove-house stables out-houses edifices 
and buildings yards gardens orchards backsides and appurtenances thereunto 
belonging together with the use of the furniture of my said capital messuage and of 
my coach and horses with the harness for the same and also one piece or parcell of 
land called Bam Meadow in my occupation and also all the fish ponds and other 
ponds now also in my own occupation with the liberty of fishing therein. To have 
hold and enjoy all the said premises unto my said loving wife untiU such of my 
loving sons Charles Gresham and John Gresham as shall happen to live and first 
attain the age of twenty-five years shall have attained the said age if my said loving 
wife shall so long happen to Uve and from and immediately after the attaining the 
said age by either of my said sons I give and bequeath all the said premises unto 
such of my said sons as shall so happen to live and first attain the said age and to 
his heirs and assigns for ever.

Mompesson and John Godfrey do and shall upon every avoidance of any or either 
of the said Churches as shall at any time happen in the lifetime of my said sons or 
either of them untill that my said son John shall attain the age of twenty-four 
years present such person unto each of the said Churches as my said son Charles 
if living or if dead as my said son John shall appoint so as such person do first 
become bound unto Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey in such sum of money

Also I give unto my loving daugnter Anne Gresham one annuity of ninety 
pounds from the time of the decease of my said loving wife Dame Ann Gresham 
untill such of the said feasts of the Nativity of our Lord God and St. John Baptist 
as shall first happen after the day of marriage of my said daughter or of death of 
my said wife which shall first happen for her support and maintenance to be issuing 
out of my Manners and Lands hereinafter mentioned to be paid to her by equal 
half-yearly payments the first payment to accrue on such of the said feasts as shall 
first happen after the decease of my said loving wife. Also I give and bequeath 
unto my said daughter the sum of £3000 to be paid unto her on the day of her 
marriage so as such marriage be had by and with the consent of my said loving 
wife and the said Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey and the survivors of them. 
But if my said daughter shall happen to marry without such consent then I do 
give and bequeath unto her the sum of 20* and no more in lieu of the said £3000.

given and appointed. And I do make and appoint the said Thomas Mompesson and 
John Godfrey Joint Executors of this my last Will and Testament. And if it shall 
happen that my said goods chattels and personal estate shall fall short and not be 
sufficient for the payment of my debts legacies and funeral expenses then I give 
and devise unto the said Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey all and singular 
my Mannors Messuages Lands and Tenements situate lying and being in the 
Countys of Surrey and Kent or elsewhere whereof I or any person in trust for me 
is seized or interested in for and during the term of 500 years to be accounted 
from the time of my decease upon trust that they do and shall by Mortgage or Sale 
of all or any part of the said Mannors etc. for all or any part of the said term or by 
and out of the rents and profits thereof remaining after the payment of the said 
several yearly and other payments raise and levy such sums of money as shall in 
aid of my said personal estate before given unto them be sufficient for the payment 
of my debts legacies and frmeral expenses. And as for and concerning all my said 
Mannors etc. or such of them as shall remain unsold I give and devise the same 
unto Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey until my said son Charles shall attain 
his age of 25 years or be marryed with the consent and approbation of my loving 
wife Dame Anne Gresham and Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey which shaU 
first happen if my said son shall so long live but if he shall dye then I give and

And if there shall be any oyerplus of my personal estate after pajments of my 
debts etc. and also of the rents and profits of my said Mannors etc. mj mind and 
will is that Thomas Mompesson ana John Godfrey shall place out at interest the 
same upon such security as they shall approye of and continue the same until my 
son Charles shall attain his age of 25 years or marry and then pay the same to him 
with the interest and proceed thereof. And if he die then to my son John when he 
shall attain his age of 25 years or marry and if he shall dye then to such person as 
shall become intituled to the inheritance of my said Manners by yirtue of this my 
wilL And I will that my said Executors and Trustees shall be allowed to retain to 
themselyes all such costs charges and expenses as they shall be at or nut unto in the 
performance of this my will.

remainder to the use of all and every the daugnter and daughters of my said 
daughter in tail general in equal shares as tenants in common with cross 
remainders amongst them with remainder to the use of the first and all other son 
and sons of my said daughter severally and successively according to seniority in 
tail general ^ith remainder to the use of Mrs. Martha Clayton sister of my said 
wife and her assigns for her life with remainder to such persons or for such uses as 
my wife shall by any deed or writing or by her last will direct or appoint and for 
default of such appointment to the use of my own right heirs for ever. 

And my will is and I do hereby direct and appoint that in the settlement to be

And I sJso declare my meaning to be that if my said daughter shall many 
while both or either of my wife and her sister Mrs. Martha Clayton be living and 
if such marriage shall be without the previous consent in writing of my said wife if 
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she be living or if she be dead of the said Mrs. Martha Clayton then the estate for 
life of my said daughter in my said estates shall not be general as before 
mentioned but shall be in all respects for the sole and separate use of my said 
daughter independent of any husband of her so that no part of the income of my 
estates shall be subject to the disposition or control debts or engagements of any 
such husband.

the uses directed by his will nor have made any appointment or declaration of or 
concerning any uses tmstfi or purposes to for or upon which his real estates or any 
part thereof shall be settled in remainder after tnose particularly directed by his 
Will pursuant to the power given to me. 

Now therefore in pursuance of the trust and in exercise of the power renosed in 
me I do hereby devise and dispose of all the real estates of my late husbana vested 
in me by his last will unto the R^ Honb*^ John Earl of Egmont in the late kingdom 
of Ireland and Baron Lovell and Holland in the kingdom of 0^ Britain and to his 
heirs upon the uses and trusts hereinafter mentioned (that is to say).

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assigns for her life with remainder to each and eyery of her sons snccessivelj and 
their heirs and for default of such issue to each and every of her daughters equally 
to be divided among them as tenants in common and not as joint tenants. 

And after failure of all such issue of Mary Ann Master to the use of all and 
every the daughters of the Rev. Legh Hoskins Master equally to be divided 
between them and of their heirs respectively. And after failure of M the issue of 
the Rev. Legh Hoskins Master to the use of Eatherine Master widow mother of 
the Rev. Legh Hoskins Master and first cousin of my late husband Sir John 
Oresham and her assigns for her natural life and after the determination of all the 
estates aforesaid to the use of the right heirs of the said Sir John Oresham for ever.

and profits for her sole and separate use and benefit exclusive of her husband and so 
as to be free from his control. 

And I declare my will and meaning to be with regard to the limitation herein- 
before made of the said estates in remainder to Clement Samuel Strong for the term 
of 500 years, that the said Clement Samuel Strong shall stand and be possessed of 
all the said estates for the said term upon trust that if the beforementioned Ann 
Osborne widow sister of my said husband shall be living at the time when such

receive thg rents issues and profits for their own use and benefit. And my will 
further is that it shidl be lawftil for the said John Earl of Egmont with the consent 
of the person in actual possession of the estates to convey in exchange for or in lieu 
of other messuages lands tenements and hereditaments any part of the said estate 
(except the Mansion House of Titsey Place and the ofl&ces gardens and pleasure 
grounds thereto belonging) to any person or persons whatsoever for any recompence 
or equivalent in messuages or lands to be of value equal with or better than the 
said estates so exchanged and to be situate in some part of England and to be 
wholly freehold or having copyhold of inheritance for convenience only and not 
exceeding a tenth part in value, such estates so purchased to be settled to the 
same uses and subject to the same powers and provisoes as are hereinbefore 
expressed of the said estates hereby devised as aforesaid. And I direct that all and 
every the manors messuages advowsons farms and real estate whatsoever which 
shall be hereafter purchased out of any of the personal estate of my late husband 
which were by his Will directed to be laid out in the purchase of real estates shall 
as soon as conveniently mav be be settled to the uses and upon the trusts herein- 
before limited concerning the real estates of my late husband. 

And I having thus performed the trusts and exercised the powers vested in me 
by the Will and Codicil of my said late husband with regard to his real estates and 
to the particulars of his personal estate which he directed to be laid out in the 
purchase of land in such a manner as according to the best of my judgment would 
be most agreeable to him I now proceed to dispose of my personal property which 
is my own absolutely. And first I give to my faithful and affectionate servant 
Mary Marston a clear annuity of £30 free from all deductions for her life if she 
shall be in my service at my death. And to my ever dear friend Mrs. Hannah 
Shelley a clear annuity of £20 for her life in addition to a clear annuity of £80 
which I have in writing absolutely engaged to pay her for the same time. And I 
give to Mrs. Anne Turner a clear annuity of £10 for her life, all three annuities to 
be paid half yearly. And I beg of my much loved sister Martha Clayton and my 
dear friend Miss Streatfeild to accept of a legacy of £100 each. And I give the 
like sum of £100 to my maid servant Mary Marston if living with me at my death. 
And I give £10 each to all my domestic servants who shall be living with me at 
my death and shall then have lived a year with me. And I request that the said 
John Earl of Egmont will accept a legacy of £100 to buy a ring or anything else 
which may be more agreeable to him and that the said Clement Samuel Strong 
will accept a legacy of £50. And I give £100 to William Ainge ; all these legacies 
to be paid within a month after my decease. And I give £20 to the poor of the 
Parish of Titsey to be distributed at the discretion of my daughter, and I desire 
that the small allowance of one shilling a week being £2 12s. a year to James 
Chitty a poor blind young man at Limpsfield may be continued during his life and 
that a further allowance of £10 a year may be also paid to him during his life. 
And I give to the said William Ainge my silver cup and cover which was the 
property of his friend Edmund Hoskins Esq. And I give all the rest of my 
personal estate and effects unto my said daughter for her use which makes it 
unnecessary for me to specify anything but it is my wish that she will preserve the 
watch which was usually worn by her affectionate and ever to be respected father 
the said Sir John Gresham. 

And I desire my said daughter as soon as can be after my death to place out in 
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the joint names of herself and the said Mary Marston such a sum in 8 per Cent. 
Consolidated or Bednced Annuities or in Old or New South Sea Annuities as will 
be sufficient for securing by the dividends thereon tiie annuity of £30 giren to her 
the said Mary Marston. And I desire that my daughter may use the like mode 
for securing the said two annuities of £20 and £80 to the said Mrs. Shelley and of 
the said annuity of £10 to the said Ann Turner respectively. And I appoint mv 
said daughter Katherine Maria Gresham sole Executrix hereof and I revoke all 
other Wills. In witness whereof I have to this my Will contained in 24 sheets of 
paper to the first 23 thereof set my hand and to the 24^ my hand and seal the 5^ 
dayof Aprill802.

This is a Codicil to the will of me Dame Henrietta Maria Oresham of Titsey 
Place in Surrey widow. It is my will that if my daughter Katherine Maria 
Gresham shall remain unmanned at mv death and shall afterwards marry in the 
lifetime of my much esteemed Mend John Earl of Egmont without the consent of 
the said Earl in writing such her marriage shall have the same effect as is directed 
by mjr will concerning my daughter's marriage after my death without the consent of 
my sister Martha Clayton who is dead since the making of my will. And I direct 
that the legacy of £100 by my will given to Miss Sophia Streatfeild shall be £200, 
and that the legacy of £50 to Clement Samuel Strong Esq. shall be £100 and that 
the annuity of £10 to Miss Ann Turner shall be £20, and that the annuity of £30 
to Mary Marston shall be £40. And I give to the R* Hon*»^® the Dowager Lady 
Howard of Walden £100 and to Mrs. Strong tlie wife of the said Clement Samuel 
Strong and her sister Miss Barbara Streatfeild £100 each and the like sum to Mrs. 
Louisa Scawen, and to my late husband's cousin the Bev. Legh Hoskins Master, and 
to Mr. Herbert my apothecary above what may be due to him at my death. And to 
Mrs. Ann Newcombe £50 and to Mrs. Susan Chavasse £10 and to Mrs. Sander 
£20. And I direct that the legacy of £100 by my will given to Mr. W™ Ainge 
shall be £200 and if he shall die in my lifetime I then give the said £200 to Us 
two daughters Juliana Ainge and Charlotte Bessborougb Ainge. And I give £20 
to poor persons of the Parish of Limpsfield and £10 to poor persons of the Parish 
of Tatsfield in Surrey and that the said legacies to the poor snail be distributed at 
the discretion of my Executors. 

And I give to my cook Elizabeth Mart if she shall continue in my service at my 
death £15 a year for her life, and to my pensioner William Hatton £10 a year 
during his life, and to Ann Dodd £10 a year during her life such annuities to be 
paid half yearly. And I give my enamelled watch and the chain belonging to it 
unto my dear firiend Mrs. Hannsui Shelley, and I give all my wearing apparel (not 
meaning to include any Jewels or Trinkets or such like) unto my said maid Mary 
Marston if she shall be in my service at my death.

Becommending 
Miss Gresham with great earnestness to be good to all her people. When she took 
leave of Miss Gresham she begged that Peters might have his lease. She hoped 
Miss Gresham would be good and kind to Marston who had been unremitting in ner 
attention and duty to her to the last that when Mr. Ainge came it was her intention 
to do something more for her. Lady Gresham desired that I would take care that 
all Lord Egmont's letters were destroyed. A short time before her death she desired 
with great earnestness and repeated it twice that £40 a year might be added to 
Mrs. Marston's legacy Mr. Herbert was present and I desired him to bear witness.

The XX daye of February 1548 in the third yere of Edward VI. I Sir Richard 
Gresham K' Alderman of the Citie of London being in good mynde and perfe^ 
memory do make and ordain my last will and testament in manner and forme 
following : First I bequeathe my soul to Almighty God, and my bodye to be buried 
in honest manner within the parishe churche of S^ Laurens in tholde Jurye of 
London or elsewhere as I shall happen to decease. And after my bodye broughte 
in earthe I will that all my debts be paid, and I do freely forgyve my sonne Sir 
John Gresham K^ the sum of cl" which I late lent unto hym in redye money, and 
I doe also forgyve my sonne Thomas Gresham the sum of cc" which he oweth me. 
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And after my debts paid then I will that my goodes and cattails be derided into 
thre equall parts, whereoff I beqaethe one parte to my right well beloved wyfe 
Isabel Gresham, another parte equally to be derided among my thre children Sir 
John Gresham, Thomas Gresham and Elizabeth Gresham, and the thirde parte I 
reserve for myself for the performyng of my legacies, out of whiche I give and 
beqaethe to the high anlter of the parish chnrche of St. Laurens or to the parish 
churche where as I shall fortune to decease xl', and also to one or the other xl' to 
be disposed among poore people of the same parish.

the staple wherein he standeth bound to me in the sum of 3000" and my surety for 
acquittance of all sach debts as he oweth me.

remainder to the issue male of the bodye of Sir John Gresham K^ and their heires 
male, remainder to Thomas Gresham during his lyfe, remainder to his son Richarde 
and his heires male, remainder to the right heires of me Sir Richard Gresham.

Gresham and his heires male with remainder to Sir John Gresham my sonne for 
life with like remainder as to Sutton. And I bequethe to Dame Isabell my wyfe 
that she have and enjoy her habitation in ray house wherein I nowe dwell for her 
life paying the rent thereof to be due yerely so that she suflfer my Executours to 
have access for the execution of my will.

Will of Isabel Gresham, 1565. 



In the name of God Amen. The 18*^ April 1565 7 Eliz. I Isabell Ladye 
Gresham of London wydowe beinfje sicke in bodie and of good and parfitt mynde 
and memorie God be highlie praised therefore do make and ordaine this my present 
Testament conteinynge in the same my verye true and last will by partie indented 
in manner and form foUowynge. 

Fii*st I give and bequeathe my wretched and sinfall sonle unto Almightye God 
my Creator and to his deare sonne Jesus Christ mv only Redemer and Savior by 
the meritts of whose craell painfull and blodie passion and deathe resurrection and 
ascension I traste onely to be saved and to obtain full pardon and forgiveness of all 
my sinnes and wretchedes and by no other way nor means, and my bodye to the 
erthe to be buried in honnest and semely manner and condicion as neighe to the 
place where the corps of Sir Richard Gresham K' my late husbande late deceased 
IS buried within the Parishe Churehe of S' Lawrence within the olde Jury and 
whereof I am now a parishioner, as shall be thought requisite by my undernamed 
Executors the tyme considered in that behalfe. 

Item I will that my Ex**" shall give and distribute therefore gownes thone 
half thereof to poore men and thother half to poore women, and to every of 
the said poore men cappes and to every of the poore women an ell of linnen 
cloth for a vayle taking my said tennants in Ladlane and Badnall Grene for 
parte of the said poore men and women and as many other of that nomber 
of the said parish of S^ Lawrence S' Stephen in Coleman streate and Alder- 
manburie as shall within viii persons accomplishe the full number if there Ik» 
found so many in the said parishes, at the discretion of my Ex*^ so allway that the 
poore of the Parish of S^ Lawrence be throughlie first sarved concerning the poore 
thereof in this behalfe which said poore men and women clothed in gownes cappes 
and vayles my will and desire is that they may goe and stand about my corpis and 
hearse of the same in such seamly manner as to my said Ex®" shall be thought 
most requisite. And farther my will is that my said Ex®" or one of them shall 
forthewithe upon my buriall or while my bodie is a burienge pay or cause to be 
payed to every of the poore men and women for their dinner or refection as the tyme 
shall give occasion viii^ in money. 

I give to the Church Wardens of S^ liawrence for the tyme being xl* to be by 
them and by the appointment of the best disposed parishioners of the said Parish 
bestowed about the nedeful necessaries of the said Church. 
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Item I gire to the priBonns or Oeales hereafter menoioned Newgate, Lndgate, 
the two Compters, the Quenes benche and the Marshallsey xxi?" in money to be 
distributed among the poorest and nediest persons within the said Geales by the 
appointment of my said Ex<»™ within four or five dayes after my decease by even 
porcions i.e. to every of them iv" if nede shall so require otherwise at the discretion 
of my Ex^". 

Item I give xx" of good and lawful money to be bestowed by my Ex<»" for the 
redemying and delivery out of the said four prisonns before mentioned of the poorest 
and nidiest personns prisonners within the said Geales as far as the said xx" will 
sarve. 

Item I give to the three Hospitals Christes S* Barthilmewes and S^ Thomas 
Hospitall in Sathwerke for the better meyntenance of the same and relevvinge of 
the poore and myserable afflicted personns of and within the same Ixxxx^ of good 
and lawful money by even portions i.e. to every of the three xxx** which sums of 
money my Ex^ shall with all spede after my decease disburse and paye to the 
Masters and Governors of the same. 

Item to every of the legitimate children of Richard and Rogier Hosier and of 
Phillis Goodman late decea^, livinge at the tyme of my decease v" at their age of 
twenty one yeres and if they be not of age at my decease then to paye the same to 
their parents for his or their behofe and use. 

Item I give c" to be distributed by my Ex^ within one yere of my decease in 
cooles amongst the nediest persons within the twenty five Wardes within and 
without the Cittie of London according to the number of the poore in each Warde. 

Item I give c" of curante money to be distributed by my Ex®" to and amonges 
the best disposed and vertuous poore schollers of the two Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge by even porcions i.e. 1*^ to either. 

I not only give to the Worshipjful Company of the Mercers x" in money to be 
spent for a dynner but also a standing cupp with a cover having a pellican upon the 
said cover aU gilte beinge in the hole by estimacion xli ounce requiring them for 
my sake and at the request of my Ex*" to grant unto Robert Sone my servant one 
of the small tenements in Ladlane which they late had of my gifte when the same 
shall next become voide after my decease, for xxi yeres for th'accustomed rent 
heretofore paid. 

Item I give to the Company of Goldsmiths x" in money for a dynner. 

Item to the several persons hereafter named the several legacies. To Richard 
Candler v" in money and a black gowne. To my ladye Gresham in Bassingehawe 
a ringe (»f gold with a emerode fixed in it and a blak gowne. To Sir John Thynne 
E^ a ringe of golde with a rubie fixed in it and to my daughter his wyffe a tablet of 
golde with the Salutacion and a chayne of golde hanging to it all wainge five ounces 
and a halfe. And to my daughter Frances Gresham widowe a plaine chaine of golde 
weinge three ounces and three quarters and to every of theym a blak gowne. And 
to my cozen her daughter and to her husband Sir Henry Nevell K* Sir W** Peter 
K*, my cozen his wyfe and my cozen John Browne to every of them a blak gowne, 
and to my sister Margaret Calton a boke of golde enamelled with blacke weinge two 
ounces and halfe a quarter and a blacke gowne. To Sir Thomas Leigh K^ and my 
ladie his wyfe, Robert Christopher and his wyfe to either of theym a ringe of golde 
of the bigger sorte and a blacke gowne, to M' Alderman Roo and his wyffe my 
cozin, to W™ Gresham and his wiffe, my cozen John Gresham and his wiffe, 
my cozen Ceoll and his wiffe, my cozen Lewson and his wiffe, my cozen Edmund 
Gresham and his wifie, my cozen James Elliott and his wiffe, my cozen John 
Marshe and his wiffe to every of them a blacke gowne, to my ladie White late 
called my ladie Warren, to John Baker mercer and his wiffe, M" Wayte widdowe 
her daughter my goddaughter and to Elizabeth Cherington to eveiy a ringe of 

Solde of the bigger sorte of ringes. To John Holande xx" to W™ Procter v" to 
ohn Sotherton v" and to every of them and their wiffes a blacke gowne, and ringes 
of golde of the smaller sorte, to Thomas Dickins prest a blak gowne, to Thomas 
Calton and his wiffe a blak gowne and a ringe of golde of the smaller sorte uppon 
condicion that they be frendly and good to John Thomas his late apprentice as 
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perteinith and otherwise not. To Elizabeth Cooke for her preferment of marriage 
xF.

Somer the like. And farther also not only to every of my menservants and maid- 
servants above named and to all in my sarvice at my decease a fetherbed, a bolster 
a matras a pair of blanketts and two paire of sheetes such as shall be occnpied in 
their chambres a coverlett and a pillowe but also that all such napery as is or shall 
be written in a paper consigned with my proper handwritinge and goeth comonly 
about the house and are in the maydes keping at the tyme of my decease, my will 
is that the same shall be equally devided among my maid servants at the discretion 
of my Ex<^, and not onely all the peuter vessel! that comonly goeth about the 
kytchen or is comonly used and occupied in same and shall be in the keping of my 
maide servants the perticular persells whereof are written also in a paper boke 
whereunto my hand is written, but also to every of my maiden and women servants 
a brnsse pott and panne and to every men and maiden servant a blakke gowne.

And further my will is that every of my menservants 
and maidservants shall have meate drinke and lodginge within my said house at my 
chardge by the appointment of my Ex®" for six weeks after my decese or else to be 
recompenced of the same of my goodes at the election of my Ex<>" uppon his or theire 
behaviour and demaniour. 

To Sir Thomas Gresham K* my well beloved sonne in law a ringe of golde with 
a dyamonde fixed in yt and to my Ladie Anne his wife a chaine of golde for a girdle 
weinge vii ounces and three quarters and to every of them a black gowne. 

To my cozin Richard Bilhngforde and his wire, to Anthonie Stringer and Master 
Buskins Vicar of S* Lawrence to every of them a blacke gowne. To Robert and 
John sonnes of John Howland Salter xli. To Awdrian Procter my goddaughter 
xxx" upon condicion that William Procter goldsmith her father do upon request 
made to him by me or my Ex®" convay and assuer from him and his heirs unto such 
person and persons as I the said Ladye Gresham or my Ex®", shall notifie name and 
appointe all such customarie lands as he nowholdeth of the lorde thereof at Bethenall 
Grene in the Parish of Stepbeneth co. Midd. or elsewhere in the said County by 
coppie of Court Roll accordinge not onely to the trust by me reposed in hym in that 
behalfe and others late deceased, but also to the due performance of this my last 
Will concerning the disposicion thereof or else the said legacies to said Adrian 
and a blacke gowne shall be voide and all legacies to her said father and mother 
shall be utterly voide.

I give the same to William Thomas John Thomas and 
Richard Goodman to be equdly divided by my Ex®" and all such porcion of my 
said household stuffe and money had of the sale of the Lands and Tenements 
belonginge to Richard Goodman by vertue of my gifte unto him in forme aforesaid 
made I will that said William and John Thomas shall have in occupying till 
Richard Goodman come to his age of twenty-one yeres during which tyme they 
shall honestly find him all necessaries and shall bryng him up in leming or in 
occupacion vertuouslye according to his witte and capacitie and to be bound as 
suerties for repayment to be made either to my Ex®" or the Chamberlayne of 
liOndon. And if Richard Goodman die William Thomas or John Thomas whichever 
survive shall have and enjoye his share.

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I appointe Sir Tho» Gresham K^ one other of my Overseers upon condicion hereafter 
expressed and give him for his paines e" and also all and every the percell and 
percells of goods the particulars whereof hereafter ensueth that is to say a Tnrkie 
Oarpett for the Parlor containing fyve yardes and a quarter in length and two yardes 
and a quarter in bredth, a Turkic Carpett containing two yardes and a half in 
largnes and one yarde and a halfe and one quarter in bredth, a Turkic carpett 
containing four yardes and a quarter in length and one yarde in bredth, a Turkic 
Carpett eleven yardes and a half and half a quarter in length and one yarde and a 
quarter in bredthe, a Counterpoint of fine Imageric with grasshoppers containing 
eight yardes in lengthe, a Carpett for the Hall with a pellican containing seven 
yardes in lengthe, a Carpett for the Parlor with grasshoppers six yardes and a 
quarter and half a quarter in length, A Bedd of counterfett clothe of golde and 
blewe Tclvet paned with fine curtins of blewe and yellow taffata to the same 
bedd, A bedd of taphata with bells of redd yelowe and purple, with fine curtins 
paned with redd yeliowe and purple, some longe cushions for windows of crymsin 
velvete three of them ymbrodred and thother unbrodred, six shorte cushions 
of crymsyn velvete ymbrodered with the letre R and two of thejm unstuffed, 
eix other cushions of crimsin velvet plaine, two fetherbedde of downe a bigger 
and a laisser in the upper chambre with two bolstars one of them of downe 
the other of fethers, four pillowes of downe and two fine mattrasses stuffed with 
wool all which said percell are comprised in a paper consigned with my owne hand 
writinge and sumed as dothe and may appeare on this condition that the said Sir 
Tho^ Gresham shall forthwith after my decease by request of my Ex**" deliver to 
them or such of them as shall take the business of the execution of my Will a general 
acquittannce of all actions and demands which he might have against my Ex^" for 
any matter or cause had from the daye of the decease of Sir Richard Gresham K'his 
father whilst he lived unto the said Sir Tho» Gresham, till the daye of my decease 
by any waye whatsoever by or against her the said Isabell Ladye Gresham, and also 
that he shall suffer my Executors for eight dayes to have and occupie the house I 
nowe dwell in for the good orderinge of my goodes and for performance of my Will 
and for keeping at bedd and borde of my men and maid servants. And if the said 
Sir Tho" Gresham shall not consent or shall disturb my Ex<»" in the execution of 
my Will then I revoke appointment of Overseer and all legacies to him and his wife 
given do make voide. 

And the residue of my Goodes Houshold Stuff Plate Juells Debts and Redy 
Money that remaineth unbequeathed herein and by me ungiven, after my debts 
funeral charges legacies first paid I give in forme following i.e. c marks parcell 
thereof I give to poore maydens marriages after the rate of xiii* iv^ the pece at the 
discretion of my Ex®" and xP another parte of the said residue I by this present 
give XXX** thereof unto several hospitals aforementioned by even porcions and x" I 
give to Bridewell to be bestowed by the Governors thereof and xl" another part of 
the residue of my said goodes, I give unto the pooi-e and vertuous schollers in the 
several Universities before mentioned or such other poore schollers as shall be 
thought most requisite by my Ex*»" the necessitie of the person, the tyme and place 
respected so that allways the legacies before given may be well bom of other the 
said premises. And I make indemnity to my Ex®" for any suit they may incur in 
the Execution of my Will and any residue which cannot be much they to have. And 
I direct that those who are not in London are to wear their govnies or to forfeit 
them. And any costs that my Ex®" may be at to be defrayed out of my funeral 
legacies and bequests other than those I have given to hospitals or in blak gownes 
or to prisons.

the supreme heade I Elyn Gresh'm of London widowe being hole of mynde and 
in good and p'fytt remembrance, laude and prayse be given to Almightie god do 
msuke ordeyn and dispose this my p'nte testament and last will in man' and forme 
following, that is to saye flfirst and principally I giue and comend my soule vnto 
Almightie god my mi^er Savio' and Redemer In whome and by the merites of 
whose most blessed death passion and glorious Resurrection I trust and beleve to 
be saved and to have full and clere remission and forgivenes of my synnes And 
I woU my bodye be buryed in the churche of Seynt Pancrace in london yf I fortune 
to decease within the Citie of London in the place where the bodye of WiUyam 
Gresham my late husbonde lyeth buried or nere vnto the same.

therof I will that my sonne John Mersshe shall forthwith vpon the reasonfU^le

Also I bequeathe to Eatherjn 
Grnxton half a garnyshe of my pewter yessell and my best Gassoke of clothe garded 
with velnet Ako I bequeathe to Alice my s^ra'nte twentie shiliinges in money and 
one of my Red peticoteu at the discretion of my Execntours. Item I bequeathe to 
Elyn Batyns my late s*u'nte fourtie shiUinges in money and myn old cassok of 
worsted furred Also I bequeathe to Symon Cruxton all my leaden weightes w* 
beame and Skales. And I woU that there be prouided and preacHed for me thre 
sermondes by some well lemyd man in the sacred wo'de of god to be preached in 
the Churche of Seynt Pwicrace in london one at my buryall or the next daye after 
and euery Sondaye folowinff one of the said Sermondes vntill the same three 
sermondes shalbe so preached oute.

same to be yearely paide at the mansyon howse in Thorpe markett aforesaid^ and 
that she my saide daughter and her husband vppon the receipte of the saide ffive 
hundreth poundes and plate abouesaid shall make severall acquittaunce of discharge 
to my saide execute'.

And herein first I doe 
declare that I am in perfect charity with all persons whatsoever and doe from my 
hearte freely and fully forgive all who have done me any Injury or unkindnesse and 
doe earnestly and humbly begg the like pardon from all such to whom I have any- 
way been injurious or justly offensive and that I doe nowe live and resolve by God's 
grace to dye in the Communion of the Holy Catholick Church embraceing all 
Catholique Truths wheresoever they are to be found and if there be any such as yet 
unknowne to me being ready in the preparacion of my mind whensoever they shall 
be conveniently proposed or revealed to me to embrace and practice them alsoe for 
though errare possum yet Haereticus vel Schismaticus esse nolo. And I doe further 
declare and professe myselfe a true and obedient sonne of the Church of England as 
it is a reformed member of that Holy Catholique Church (not a new or opposite 
Church to that) and as it stands now by Lawes both Ecclesiasticall and civill 
established upon its own grounds both in Doctrine and discipline without regard to 
forraigne Churches as they are called or Doctors wherein they differ or divide them- 
selves from the trulj Catholique Church. And I humbly beseech Almighty God to 
keep me and all members of his Holy Church fro' all factious maintenance or 
abetting anv opinions. Also as our Holy mother the Church of England most 
excellently m her sacred Cannons made in yere one Thousand six hundred and 
fourty teacheth me I doe firmely beleeve that the high and sacred order of Kings is 
of divine right and that our Lord the King is the Supreame power within all his 
Dominions and the ffountaine from w<* all lawfull power (other than what is purely 
Spirituall) must derive itsselfe and against w*^ to sett up maintaine or avow any 
coractive power eyther Papall or popular is treasonable against God and the King 
and that he hath such an inherent Right to Tribute Custom and Supply by the lawes 
of God nature and Nations for the discharge of his Office in the governing and 
protecting his subjects that cannebyno concessions or Law be released extinguished 
or alienated from his Crowne or Office. Having thus declared my charity to men 
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my foith to Ood and mj Loyalty to my Lord the King I proceed to dispose of my 
Selfe and what it hath pleased God to bestowe upon me in manner and forme 
following, ffirst I com'end my sonle into the Handes of my dearest Lord and 
Sayioor Jesns Christ most hnmbly beseeching him to wash it thronghly in his most 
precions blood w^ was shed to take away the sins of the World and it being thereby 
fdlly purged fh)m all the defilem^ it hath contracted in the midst of his naughty 
world through the Lusts of the flesh or the Wiles of Satan that he will please to 
pr'ent it pure and unspotted unto his Heayenly ffather. my body I would have to 
be christianly and decently buried according to such directions as I shall giye or 
leave to my beloyed and dear wife Anne Gresham whome I doe hereby mate my 
sole Executrix of this my last Will and Testament or else in want of any such 
direction according to her discretion. Next in humble acknowledgem^ and thank- 
fuUnesse unto Almighty God for all the manifold Acts of his mercy and providence 
extended to me and mine I give and bequeath the sum of Twenty pounds of law- 
ful money of England to be employed in and towards the beautifying and adorning 
the Quire of the Cathedrall church of St. Paul within the Gitty of London to be 
paid by my Executrix to the Commissioners w** are or shall be thereunto uppointed, 
within two yeres after my decease. Item I give unto my neipse Judith Joyce the 
daughter and onely remaining issue of my late brother John Gresham Esq dece^ 
the sum of Twenty pounds of Uke lawfuU English money to be paid unto her within 
two yeares after my decease. Item I give and bequeath unto my daughter Elizabeth 
Gresham all my bookes of what sort soever whether printed or manuscript (except that 
it shall be lawful for my Executrix to detaine for her owne use such English books 
not exc^ing the number of Twenty as she shall chuse) to be disposed of and 
ordered by her according to such direcc*ons as I shaU give her or leave her in 
writing under my owne hande attested by two Witnesses. All the rest of my goods 
money Rents debts Bonds Securityes whatsoever for money and personall Estate 
whatsoever (except before excepted) the Legacyes herein and hereby given togeather 
with all such deots as I nowe doe or at the time of my decease shall owe unto 
any person or persons being truely paid and satisfied my funeral expenses dis- 
charged and five poundes distributed to thepoore of the parish where I snail happen 
to dye or be buried at the discrec*on of my Executrix I doe hereby give and bequeath 
unto my said most beloved and deare wife Anne Gresham my before named Executrix 
to be possessed and enjoyed by her dureing her life for her better maintenance and 
support upon this Trust and confidence that she shall at her death cause the same 
or soe much thereof as after the performance of this my Will shall then remaine 
equally and impartially to be divived betweene our two daughters ffines Gresham 
and Elizabeth Gresham if they shall be then both liveing or else to her of them who 
shall be then liveing and to such lawful! issue as Bhall be left by the other who shall 
be deceased. I mean such issue if they are more than one to have amongst them 
such share onely of my personall Estate as theire Mother should have had if she had 
been then liveing. Aiid in case one of them shall happen to be dead before my said 
Executrix without any lawftill issue Then the whole shall be to the Survivor of our 
said daughters. But if it shall happen (w^ God avert) that they shidl be both dead 
before my said Executrix and noe issue lawfull be then left by either of them Then 
my Will is that my said deare Wife and Executrix shall give and bequeath one 
Moiety or halfe of all that personall Estate of mine w** should have been divided 
between our said two daughters or was intended to be given to them or eiUier of 
them or to any of theire lawfull issue if any such had been then liveing unto my 
said neipse Judith Joyce in case she be then liveing. But if not then to the Master 
and Governors of Christ's Hospitall within the Citty (Hf London for the time being 
to be by them imploded in such Acts of mercy and charity as they shall thinke fitt 
and jud^ most conduceing to the Honour of Allmighty God, the other Moiety of 
my said personall Estate in that case of both our said daughters dying in the life 
time of my said Executrix without leaveing any lawftdl issue behind them I leave 
wholly to the fSree disposall of my deare wife and Executrix afores^ Provided that I doe 
not intend that the equality before menc*oned and enjoyned in the distribuc'on of 
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my Baid personall estate nnto mj eaid daughters shall be strictly and precisely 
observed but onely in such case where they equally deserve it by theire alike dutifull 
and humble carriage to theire said Mother for if otherwise it happen (whereof theire 
said mother^all be the sole unaccountable Judge) Then doe I leave my said 
Executrix at fidl Liberty to substract out of the said distribuc'on any sume not 
exceeding a full thirde parte thereof and to bestow it on that daughter which shall 
reaUy best deserve from her And I doubt not but my most entirely beloved wife and 
Executrix will faithfully performe this my declared meaning and intent in the dis- 
posall and distribuc'on of my personall Estate and the rather because out of my 
great confidence of her piety and exact Justice to w^ a discrec'on may be necessary 
but other security I looke upon as needlesse I have left her at soe much Liberty 
when I could have tyed her up more strictly than would perhaps have suited with 
some exigents w** may (though I hope never shall) befall her. And now as to my 
reall Estate I doe hereby give and devise unto my said deare wife and Executrix 
Anne Gresham all those my two parts in three parts to be divided of the Manner 
Grange or ffarme of Tetney in the county of Lincolne and all those Lands called 
Parker Thing and Parker Tack togeather with all IVths of Com graine and Hay 
growing issueing or ariseing upon or out of the Grange there odled the North 
Grange and aU that great pasture in Tetney afores^ com'only called Skirneholme 
and cdsoe all my Cowgates Oxengates Salt-fenn gates Sheepwalkes and Commons 
and all my lands arrable Meadow and pasture Tenem^ and Hereditam^ with theire 
and every of theire appurtenances lying and being in the Parish or feilds of Tetney 
afores^. To have and to hold all and singular the premisses to her the said Anne 
and her Assignes for and during the tcarme of her natural Life upon Trust and 
Confidence that she shall dureing all that time pay and allow the one halfe or Moiety 
of all the rents issues and profitts w^ shall arise or grow due out of the pr'miss^ 
after my death and w<* shall come clearly to hands and use unto our said two 
daughters Fines and Elizabeth Gresham for theire maintenance dureing the Life of 
my said Executrix the same Moiety to be equally divided between them. And after 
the death of my said Executrix and Devisee my will and meaning is that all the 
premisses shall descend and come to my two daughters afores^ as my Ueyres and to 
theire Heyres according to the Bules and course of the com'on lawes of this king- 
dome w^ I looke upon to be justest and wisest Disposer of Inheritances and there- 
fore would not have them interrupted or at all diverted. And I doe hereby renounce 
and revoake all former wills by me at any time made and in Witnesse that this here 
written all w^ mv owne hand is my true and onely last Will and Testam* I have 
hereto subscribed my name and sett my seale of armes the day and yere above 
written.

A Codicill made this twenty-third day of October one Thousand six Hundred 
eighty eight to be annexed to the last Will and Testam* of James Gresham of 
Haslemere Esq'. Whereas the Lady Lucia daughter of Algar the Saxon Earle of 
Mercia and Sister and heire of Edwin and Morcar Earles of Mercia and Northumber- 
land being his predecessors and possessors of those lands in Tetney in the County of 
Lincolne called or knowne by the name of the North Grange of Tetney and also 
Ivo Tailesbosch Earl of Anjou her first husband did give and grant the same unto 
the Monastery of Lowth Parke in the same County and to the Menkes there serving 
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God and to theire Succeesore for ever before the Councill of Lyons (when it was 
lawful! for every person to dispose his Tythes to what religious person or house he 
pleased) And whereas the same Lady Lucia togeather with her second Husband 
kandall Mechines Earle of Chester did afterwards, about the sixteenth j^eare of the 
Raigne of King Hen. the third give and bequeath the said Tythes m Tetney to 
support and uphold a Chauntrev bv them erected in the Monastery of Spalding in 
the County of Lincolne and which was by them enjoyed untill the first yeare of 
King Edward the sixth when by a Parliam* then held and for the reasons therein 
declared the same was dissolved and the Land and possessions thereof were given 
unto the said King his Heires and Successors. After w**" the said King 2V May 
the seventh yeare of his Raigne convey'd them to William Philpott and Thomas 
Willoughby and theire Heyres and Assignes and they the first day of July 7^ Edw. 
VL granted them to Edward Greteham Vicar of Tetney and his Heyres from whome 
thev descended and came to Thomas John and Mary Greteham who by flBne leavyed 
18 Eliz. conveied the same to Walter Harpham and his Heyres and he by Deed 
dated 13 Aug^^ 19 Elizab. granted the same to Thomas Morison of Cadeby in the 
same County Esq' and his Heyres from whom by discent and severall meane con- 
veyances the same are now come to and are the sole Inheritance of James Gresham 
by meanes whereof the Tythes afores** as well those renewing and gromng upon the 
Lord Viscount Castleton's third part of the said Grange as alsoe those renewing 
and growing upon those two parts thereof at the partic'on of the said Grange made 
between the said Lord Castleton and James Gresham which were assigned to the 
said James Gresham and his Heyres. Now the said James Gresham being well 
satisfied that he being a Lay person can by no meanes hold or enjoy the said Tyths 
growing or arising upon the Lord Castleton's third parte of the said Grange and 
withall owning God's sole and sacred right to them for the use and support of his 
Ministers and lawftiU Priests doe hereby give and bequeath unto the present Vicar 
or Minister of Tetney and his lawfnll Successor for ever, AH and every the Tythes 
of Hay Corne and graine comeing renewing or ariseing upon all and every the 
groundes feilds and every parte and p'cell thereof w^ as Parte of the North Grange 
afores^ was assigned unto the said Lord Castleton or to William Tomlinson his 
TruHtee therein to have and to hold to the s** Vicar and his Successors for ever, 
Provided that if the Masse or other vaine or superstitious service of the Church of 
Roome shall be imposed upon him them or any of them And he and they or any of 
them shall not be permitted to say and use the oflSces appointed by the Church of 
England England (sic orig.) only that then and from thenceforth the said guift and 
bequest shall for ever cease and determine and the same shall revert and come unto 
James Gresham his Heires and Assignes for ever to be enjoyed by him or them as in 
theire former Estate and condic*on the said guift or any thing therein contained to the 
contrary thereof notwithstanding That soe in the one case there may be noe super- 
stitions imposed upon those who shall oflBciate therein And on the other that the 
person who shall be employed in the cure of soules there may not be defrauded of 
theire dues by any sacrilegious diverting of that his unquestionable due until such 
time as some pious Parliam* may inspect all those Tyths and porc'ons of Tyths and 
other purquesites belonging to the late religious houses dissolved and therewith 
transferred to the Crowne and shall have seperated all those appropriac'ons, those 
proper and peculiar porc'ons belonging to the Clergy from the other Revenues of 
the same Houses ana shall then fully and wholly render them unto God those things 
w** are God*s w^** by whatsoever sacrilege or law the same was soe misplaced it was 
most certainely a Nationall sinne and ought in all reason to be purchased as such 
and restored to the Church and to God's Ministers there attending upon his service 
quod faxit Deus. James Gresham. 

The twenty-thu*d day of October one Thousand six Hundred eighty eight this 
CodiciU was signed sealed and published to be part of the last Will and Testam* of 
the same James Gresham in the presence of John Layfield, John Tanner, Margaret 
More who all sett their hands as Witnesses hereunto in the presence of the Testator 
James Gresham.

I John Gresham of Lympsfield in the Countj of 
Surrey gentleman of perfiekt memoir and understanding (glory be to God therefore) 
for the voyding of future troubles which may any waies arise and for declaration of 
my intent and meaning touching the disposing of all my Goods and Chattell 
houshold stufe and other moveables whatsoever doe now make my last will and 
testament in manner and forme following Revoking all former will and wills 
testament and testaments by me made. Imprimis I give and bequeath mj sonle 
into the hands of Almightie God my Creator with confidence that by faith in the 
blood of my Saviour Jesus Christ I shall have free pardon of all my sinnes and be 
made a Joyfall Inheritor of his hevenly kingdome and my body I bequeath to the 
earth to be decently buried in the Parish Church of Limpsfield by the direction and 
discretion of my Executor hereafter named. Item I give to the poor of parrish of 
Limpsfield five poundes in money to be paid to Twenty of the poorest Men and 
Women with*" one month after my decease five shillings a peece. Item I Give to 
my brother Edward Gresham five poundes in money and to my brother Leonard 
Gresham twenty shillings.

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Godicill added or aimezed to this my last will to add or alter anything here in 
Gonteyned and the same to bee taken to bee as good and effectnall to all intents and 
purposes as if it were part of my will. In witnesse hereof to this my last will and 
Testament I the said John Oresham have hereto put my hand and seale this foare 
and twentyth day of June one thousand six hundim seventy and three.

Will of Edward Oresham, 1674. 

In the name of Ood. Amen. I Edward Oresham of Limpsfeild in the Countie 
Surrey th'eldergent being of a good and sound disposing mynd and memorie doe 
make my last Will and Testam^ in manner following, And revoking and making 
voyd aU former Wills and Testaments whatsoeuer by mee heretofore made. 

I doe first and principally committ my Soule into the hands of Almightie Ood 
my Creator with assured hopes of Salvation thereof through the onely merits death 
and passion of my blessed Saviour and Redeemer Jesus Christ. And my Bodie to 
the Earth from whence it came to be decently buryed at the discretion of myne 
Executor hereafter named. 

And touching such worldly Estate as Ood in his infinite mercie hath been 
pleased to bestowe vpon mee I dispose of the same as followeth. And first I giue 
and deuise vnto my welbeloued Friend and Kinsman Edward Oresham of New Hall 
within the Parish of Limpsfeild aforesaid Esq' and to his Heires All my lands 
Tenements and hereditaments whatsoeuer with their Appurtenances scituate Iving 
and being in the seuerall Parishes of Hitchingfeild and Horsham or in one of them 
in the Countie of Sussex, upon this condition Trust and Confidence neuerthelesse 
which I doe repose and confide in him, That hee the said Edward Oresham of New 
Hall and his Heires shall within the space of one year next after m}r decease bargaine 
sell convey and assure all my said Lands Tenements and hereditam^ with their 
Appurtenances vnto any person or persons whatsoeuer and to his and their Heirs 
ana Assignes for the most money that can be got for the same within that tyme, 
And with the monyes which shall arise by the Sale thereof to pav at the end of one 
yere next after my decease vnto the Persons herevnder named all those summes of 
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money or legacies hereafter mentioned in lawfoll money of England to whom I doe 
glue and beqneath the same as followeth (that is to Bay) to S' Marmadake Gresham of 
Tatsey Place Baronet and to Mb Ladie fine ponnds apeece. To Elizabeth Gresham 
Marmadake Greeham William Gresham and Mary Gresham foure children of Baid 
S*^ Marmadake Gresham fine ponnds apeece. To my Brother in Law M' William 
Taylor and to my sister Elizabeth his wife fine pounds apeece. To the two children 
of my said brother Taylor fine pounds apeece. To my brother M*" Leonard Gresham 
the Summe of fortie pounds. To Jane Gresham and Mary Gresham daughters of 
my said Brother Leonard Gresham the sunmie of thirtie pounds apeece, And to his 
Sonn Robert Gresham tenn pounds. To my Sister in Law late wife of my brother 
Seyliard Gresham gent deceased fine pounds. To her Sonn John tenn pounds. To 
her other three children fine pounds apeece. To my Brother M' Robert Gresham 
tenn pounds. To my sister M" Jane Gresham the Summe of four score and tenn 
pounds. To my Brother M' Carew Gresham tenn Pounds. To M' Lorkin of 
Limpsfeild aforesaid and to his wife fiftie shillings apeece. To M' Holbroke of 
Tutsey forty shillings. To M' Edmund Hoskins of Flower fortie shillings To 
th'appurtenances unto my Brother in liawe William Taylor gent vpon Condition 
Mai^^aret Smith Servant in the house where I nowe dwell fortie shillings. To 
Thomas Wood of Reigate in Surrey fortie shillings. To M' Thomas Causton of Oxted 
fortie shillings. To Parson Hardwick fortie shillings. To himself the said Edward 
Gresham Esq the Summe of fortie pounds for his paines and trouble to be taken in 
this behalfe and to his Ladie tenn pounds. 

Item I glue and bequeath to my said sister Jane Gresham all my Houshold stuffe 
whatsoeuer (except my Gunn my wearing Apparell and Cross-bowe) which said 
excepted Gunn wearing Apparell and Cross-bowe I giue to my brother Leonard 
Gresham. 

And my wiU and mynd farther is that the said Edward Gresham of New Hall 
shall alsoe out of the monves so to be by him raised as aforesaid purchase freehold 
Lands of Inheritance of the yearely valine of twenty shillings, and settle the same 
Lands by due course of Lawe, soe as the yearely Rent of such Lands soe to be 
purchased and settled by him shall yearely at the Feast Day of the Birth of Our 
Saviour Christ in every veare for euer be payd and distributed to and amongst the 
poore People of Limpsfeild aforesaid for the tyme being by the Church- Wardens 
of the same Parish successiuely. 

Item all the rest and Overplus of the money which shall happen to arise by the 
Sale of my said Lands Tenements and hereditaments soe to be sold by the said 
Edward Gresham of New HaU as aforesaid (after my debts Legacies and ftmerall 
Expences discharged) I giue vnto and amongst my Brothers and Sisters by 
Consanguinity to be equally diuided betweene them share and share alike. And 
farther my will and mynd is that if all or any of my Brothers and sisters shall after 
reasonable rec^uest refuse or wilfully neglect to joyne with the said Edward Gresham 
of New-Uall m the sale of the said Lands Tenements or hereditam'* That then the 
legacie or legacies and summe or summes of money herein giuen bequeathed or 
appoynted to be payd vnto him her or them at the end of one yeare next after my 
decease shall not be payd at any tyme whatsoeuer vnto such of them as shall refuse 
or wilfully neglect to joyne with the said Edward Gresham of New-Hall in the sale 
of my said lands Tenements and hereditaments But shall be payd to such of them 
as shall not refuse or wilfully neglect to joyne in the sale thereof And my will and 
mynd farther also is that if my Sister in lawe the late wife of my Brother Seyliard 
Gresham deceased shall not vpon reasonable request giue good and sufficient 
Securitie to sane harmeless and indenmifyed the Purchaser or Purchasors of my said 
Lands Tenements and hereditaments and their heires and Assignes from all and 
euery person or persons lawfully clayming or to dayme any Estate right Title or 
Interest into or out of my said lands tenements and hereditaments the same or any 
part thereof That then the Legacies or smnmes of money herein given to herselfe 
and her children shall not be payd vnto them or any of them but shall be payd to such of 
my Brothers and Sisters by Consanguinitie share and share alike as shall not refuse 
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or wilfdlly neglect to joyne in Bale with the said Edward Gresham of New Hall 
as aforesaid Item I make and ordaine the said Edward Gresham of New Hall sole 
Executor of this mj last Will and Testament earnestly desiring him to see the same 
well and faithfullie performed according to this my last will and meaning, And for 
his charges in this behalfe to be expended I giue him the Bents of my said lands 
vntill hee shall make sale thereof within the tyme to him for that purpose herein 
lymitted. 

Prouided alwaies and my will and meaning is that if the said Edward Gresham 
of New Hall or his Heires shall not within one yeare next after my decease make 
sale of my said Lands Tenements and hereditaments in discharge of the Trust reposed 
in him as aforesaid that then and in such case the Estate hereby deuised to him and 
his Heires of and into my said Lands Tenements and hereditaments shall cease and

This introduction is given by Ward in Appendix V. to his * Lives of the 
Gresham Professors,' 1740, with the following note : "This introduction is prefixed 
to a genealogy now in the family at Titsey, with which I was favoured by the pre- 
sent Sir Marmaduke Gresham, baronet." It is not now among the muniments at 
Titsey. The date of it may be fixed approximately by the following evidence. 
First the mention of only one baronet places it between the year 1660, in which 
Sir Marmaduke Gresham was created a baronet, and 1696, the date of his death. 
Elizabeth, Countess of Carlisle, being doubtless one of the two Countesses mentioned, 
would make it later than February 24, 1684, on which day her husband, Edward, 
second Earl of Carlisle, succeeded to the title ; and if Frances, Countess of Hunting- 
don, be the other, it will be later than the 2 May 1690, the date of her marriage. 
The Viscountcies of Townshend and Weymouth were neither of them created till 
1682, which is a further proof that it cannot be earlier than that.
